Rockefeller and d i v e r g e n t 
views expressed by clergymen 
representing various denomina- 
tions. 


Methodist and Baptist minis- 


ters — some with an evangeli- 
cal fervor — led the parade of 
witnesses testifying against the 
measure while proponents pro- 
duced testimony for the bill 
from a group of Presbyterian 
ministers 
and one Catholic 


priest. There was no neutrality 
on the controversial issue. 


The opposition had the most 


support in a crowd of about 350 
persons who jammed to every 
available space in the old Su- 
preme Court chamber at the 
state Capitol. Another 100 per- 
sons crowded into the hallway 
outside the clamber to hear 
the 
testimony over a loud- 


speaker system. 


The opponents said they had 


persons in attendance from 37 
counties.

reform, particularly to making 
all high-Income recipients pay 
some sort of tax. 


Alluding to a Treasury De- 


partment report that 155 tax re- 
turns showing incomes in excess 
of $200,000 resulted in no tax 
payments, Byrnes said: 


"No matter by what device, 


no matter how laudable the na- 
ture of the deduction or exclu- 
sion that produces this result, 
the fact remains that there is no 
justification for these individu- 
als being nontaxpayers." 


Ways and Means chairman 


Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., cau- 
tioned newsmen not to expect a 
radical tax code revision this 
year. 


But he added if the hearings 


disclose particular 
areas in 


need of change, the committee 
might go ahead with legislation 
on these without waiting for a 
full overhaul. 


Among other subjects to be 


studied are a number of particu- 
lar interest to average taxpay- 
ers. 


One is the possibility of broad- 


ening the standard deduction, 
now limited to 10 per cent of in- 
come with a ceiling of $l,000de- 
ducted, so that more taxpayers 
would be spared the chore of 
itemizing and justifying deduc- 
tions. 


Another is the complaint of 


single persons that they are dis- 
criminated 
against, 
because 


married 
couples and other 


heads of households enjoy in- 
come-splitting advantages. 


Another tax reform recom* 


mendation 
came 
Wednesday 


from a private, nonprofit re» 
search organization of business 
and professional leaders. 


The Influential Committee for 


Economic 
Development 
said 


legislation is needed to give the 
President power to raise or low<> 
er taxes by up to 10 per cent, 
subject to congressional veto. 


The CEP said this would aj, 


low the president a flexible, 
faster-acting 
tax mechanism 


than now available to combat 
inflation and recessions.

Snow and freezing rain hato* 


pered travel in many northern 
states today and closed schools 
and curtailed business activities 
in parts of the west, 


Fog and rain produced addi* 


tional motoring hazards in the 
Midwest, the lower plains and 
the South and continued down* 
pours brought flood threats to 
Indiana, 


Hardest hit by heavy snows 


were 
the Pacific Northwest, 


portions of the central Rockies 
and the northern Plains, Bitter* 
cold 
weather 
worsened 
the 


hardships in the Northwest and 
in parts of the plains, 


Schools in many areas of 


western Oregon remained shut 
down today, 


Freezing rain glazed high* 


ways in parts of the great lakes 
region and extended eastward 
to New York for the second day 
in a row. 


Blizzard conditions lashed the 


Columbia gorge and sections of 
Oregon. State police closed an 
Interstate highway for a time 
because of a 12-car pileup and 
decreased visibility. 


Loggers unable to get into 


woods because of deep snows 
left many lumber mills without 
logs. Other businesses suffered 
similar problems as customers 
simply stayed home rather than 
venture into the snow and cold. 


Washington Gov. Dan Evans 


declared a state of emergency 
in his state's Mason County, 
buried under 40 inches of snow 
in someplaces. National Guards- 
men used special snow vehicles 
to deliver food to isolated farm 
families in Ofcanogan County, in 
north-central W a s h i n g t o n , 
where a similar emergency ex- 
isted. 


Stockmen in west-central Ore- 


gon 
and 
in Washington ex- 


pressed concern for cattle and 
sheep stranded in deep snows 
which have continued to mount 
in severe cold which has re- 
mained

Northwest for days. 


Indiana rivers and streams 


flooded hundreds of acres of

dammed up accumula- 


tions of rain and meltin snow. 
Communities affected included 
Lafayette, Fort Wayne and Elk- 
hart. State Police 
delivered 


sandbags for volunteers to try to 
keep water out of homes in the 
Elkhart-Bristol area.- 


Temperatures 
which 
have 


held below zero in Montana for 
two weeks brought more subze- 
ro cold to adjacent sections of 
Idaho, Washington and Oregon. 


The mercury edged up to -23 


at the north-central Montana 
city 
of 
Havre 
at 
midday 


Wednesday, then toppled to -42 
at midnight. 


Ten inches of snow piled into 


the northern Utah and southern 
Idaho area before noon Wednes- 
day. Many schools gave pupils 
an unscheduled holiday because 
of hazardous road conditions 
and drifts up to 4 feet deep. 
More snow was expected today. 


Six-inch 
snows coated nor- 


thwestern 
Iowa and much of 


southern 
Minnesota 
before 


nightfall Wednesday. Freezing 
drizzle was an added hazard in 
eastern Iowa. Numerous schools 
closed early in Iowa, and a state 
of snow emergency was de- 
clared in Minnesota by Gov. 
Harold LeVander. 


Fog blanketed

and sharply curtailed air travel 
in and out of portions of the 
Southeast.

There was no neutrality 
on the controversial issue. 


The opposition had the most

Foods Are Not Direct- 
Cause of Heart Disease 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


take of all fats, especially 
those of animal origin. 


Q—I h a v e been taking 


A t r o m i d-S to l o w e r my 
cholesterol level. Now my 
level is normal but my doc- 
tor wants me to continue tak- 
ing this drug. Are there any 
bad side effects? 
What is 


the difference between blood 
fat and cholesterol? 


A—Atromld-S is a brand of 


clofibrate and is very effect- 
ive in lowering the choles- 
terol level. It may cause 
nausea, headache, dizziness, 
fatigue and itching. Special 
precautions must be taken 
when it is given to a person 
who is taking anticoagulants. 
Cholesterol is one of several 
blood lipids or blood fats. 


Q—'What c a u s e s angina 


pectoris? I am taking Peri- 
trate and Periactin. How do 
they benefit angina? 


A—The cause is a spasm 


or a partial obstruction of a 
coronary artery. Peritrate is 
a long-acting nitrate that re- 
laxes spasms in your ar- 
teries and relieves the pain 
of angina. Periactin is an 
antihistamine given to re- 
lieve allergies. 


Q—1 have angina pectoris 


but it has never shown up on 
my electrocardiograms. How 
does a doctor diagnose this 
disease? Are there different 
types of angina? 


A—Angina pectoris is diag- 


nosed chiefly by a careful 
evaluation of the type of pain 
it causes and by the fact that 
nitrates give prompt relief. 
Although the 
electrocardio- 


grams may be helpful in 
some cases, it is not a re- 
liable means of diagnosis of 
this condition Since the term 
"angina" by itself means 
pain, there are many types 
of angina affecting various 
parts of the body.

game. 


He said he was guilty only of 


foolish conduct In hiring a char- 
tered plane, ostensibly for a 
short southern Florida hop, then 
paying the pilot to take him to 
Cuba. The pilot claimed that 
Trultt forced him to fly to Ha- 
vana by holding an explosive 
device to the back of his head. 


In an interview, Truitt said, 


"I can't speak from personal 
experience, 
but from what I 


heard I was led to believe the 
Cubans take a bloody dim view" 
of unauthorized journeys to the 
Communist island. 


Truitt said that though he was 


not in the hijacking category he 
was himself first held under 
house arrest In Havana after his 
arrival last Oct. 23. Then on 
Nov. 30 he went under solitary 
confinement In prison until his 
release late In January.

cautioned Ms countrymen J "We 
must provide no excuse for the 
rulers of Iraq to further harm 
the surviving Jews. 


"We must keep in mind the 


dancing mob in the market- 
places of Baghdad and Basra 
when we think about the fate of 
2.5 million Jews surrounded by 
100 million Arabs," Day an 
spoke at a meeting of Israel's 
ruling United Labor party. 


Iraq's information minister 


had charged that the Israelis 
were preparing to attack in re- 
taliation for the public execution 
in Baghdad and Basra Monday 
of 14 Iraqis convicted of spying 
for Israel. Nine of the 14 were 
Jews. The Israeli government 
denied that any of the defend- 
ants were its spies. 


Along with the official denial 


from the Israeli army, foreign 
newsmen in Israel observed no 
unusual troop movements. In 
addition, rain and snow were 
blanketing Israel and Jordan,

cease-fire line. 


Dayan, one of Israel's leading 


hawks, also was scornful of 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
attempts to promote France as 
a peacemaker In the Middle 
East.
